Lane Attacks _ 
Censure Move 


School Committeeman 
William Lane received a stan- 
ding ovation from a_ largely 
friendly crowd in East Jr. High 
School Tuesday night, after 
reading a public letter announ- 
cing his censure by the other 
four members of the com- 
mittee, and his impending suit 
against them. 

The ‘‘other four’’ had earlier 
received notice to appear in 
Salem Superior Court May 29, 
to show cause why the censure, 
which claimed a breech of the 
code of ethics of the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees, shouldn’t 
be declared null and void. 

Chairman Francis Griggs 
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said he would refer the notice to 
Town Counsel Alfred Daniels 
for action. 

The censure, which was hand- 
ed to Lane in executive session 
following the May 7 school com- 
mittee meeting, claimed that 
Lane had ‘‘willfully and pur- 
posely”’ breeched the MASC 
code of ethics ‘“‘by prematurely 
informing several people’’ of 
action that had been taken in 
executive session April 3. It 
was signed by John Wragg, 
John Lyons, George Olesen and 
Griggs. 

The censure also claimed that 
Lane had admitted at the April 
24 school committee meeting 
that he was aware April 3 of 
how some school committee 
members would vote on certain 
personnel, and that he had told 
some people in town there 
would be a vote on Regan and 
Becker, ‘‘so residents in the 
community would have the op- 
portunity to call all members of 
the committee to express their 
feelings.”’ 

It was at the subsequent 
public meeting that Edward 
Regan was not reelected as 
assistant superintendent, and 
William Becker was demoted 
from his English Department

Lower College Board Scores 


Evoke

College board scores at An- 
dover High School are declining 
and have been for at least five 
years, Principal Philip 
Wormwood reported to the 
School Committee Tuesday 
night, before an audience that 
nearly filled the East Junior 
High Auditorium. 

What was not clear, however, 
after more than two hours of 
discussion, was why the scores 
have dropped and what to do 
about it, and much of the issue 
seemed wide open to conjuc- 
ture. 

Among the school committee 
suggestions however, were 
more discipline and less 
freedom in the schools, and 
more homework 

The scores last year averaged 
just under 500 for math and 
about 433 for the verbals, down 
from about 507 for math in 1969 


and 490 for the verbals. 

Wormwood, however, said 
that scores have been declining 
nationally at the same time and 
that over the past 10 years, all 
SAT candidates fell 35 points on 
the verbals and 21 on math. 

Wormwood further said that 
the decline in scores has not 
affected admission to four-year 
colleges. Those figures varied 
between 45 and 54 per cent of 
the AHS graduating class from 
1966 to 1973, he said, and last 
year, 50 per cent were ad- 
mitted. 

There is no evidence, he said, 
that the decline in scores 
nationally is due to a decline in 
the educational system. 

He said that fewer of the 
seniors now take the tests, 
because many of them - - about 
25 this year - - are admitted to 
college on early admissions, on 
the basis of their junior scores, 


Considerable Concern 


and there is no reason for them 
to take the boards as seniors. 
Furthermore, he said, many of 
the ‘‘high achievers’’ that 
would be expected to help the 
averages, transfer to Phillips 
Academy. Twenty-six did last 
year. 

Wormwood added that while 
the College Board people have 
said that the student who reads 
a lot does well on the verbals, 
surveys show that during their 
kindergarten through 12 school 
careers, youngsters spend more 
time at TV than at school. ‘‘One 
can't help but wonder what 
affect this is having,’’ he said. 

He also quoted the College 
Board people as saying that the 
tests are not intended to be a 
measure of a school’s achieve- 
ment, and that many factors 
govern the results, including

Assistant Superintendent 
Kdward Regan said that this 
week that in the final analysis, 
the citizens of Andover will at 
least know the ‘‘stated 
reasons’’ why he was not re- 
elected to his position by the 
school committee April 10. 

Regan, who has been refused 
an open public hearing by the 
committee, said that a joint 
meeting of the Merrimack 
Valley Superintendents’ 
Association and the 
Massachusetts Association of 
School Superintendents would 
be scheduled for the end of this 
week, to further discuss his 
situation and possible involve- 
ment of MASS. 

If MASS is symphathetic, he 
said, he would probably ask 
them to conduct an open hear- 
ing, hopefully with the school 
committee, but if they refused 
to attend, go ahead without 
them. 

He said MASS, if it thinks an 
individual's rights have been 
violated, will provide financial 
assistance and whatever ser- 
vice seems appropriate. 

He said that such a hearing 
would at least allow him to dis- 
cuss the printed reasons the 
committee has given him for 
his not being re-elected. He said 
he could only speculate on what 
the real reasons might be. 

He added that he was feeling 
“positive” about his situation, 
though fearful that the climate 
was not making it impossible 
for the school committee and 
the system to work together. 

When dismissed at the April 
10 meeting, he said he would 
rather sweep streets than work 
in this environment. ‘But I’m 
afraid the climate is even 
worse than I thought,’’ he said 
yesterday.

head position. 

The effect of Lane’s actions, 
the censure went on, was to 
“arouse and confuse the school 
staff and the public at large, to 


instigate multitudes of un- 
founded rumors (conveyed to 
the other school committeemen 
by phone calls from residents) 
and further, to adversely affect 
the use of customary channels 
of recourse for the personnel in- 
volved.” 

The censure further claimed 
it was ‘‘neither legally nor 
ethically correct to breech the 
confidence of executive 
session.” 

Lane Tuesday night said he 
believed he had done nothing to 
merit the censure and called it 
“regretful” that the majority 
of committee members would 
feel it necessary ‘‘to use a 
mechanism such as this to 
attempt a cutting off of a 
reasonable flow of information 
- - information by the way 
which is NOT privileged under 
my interpretation of the Open 
Meeting Laws” - - from the 
School Committee ‘‘to the very 
people that the School Com- 
mittee is elected to represent.’’ 

He said the situation has 
deteriorated to the point where 
“there is no openness, where 
the climate for an honest and 
frank exchange of information 
between the School Committee 
and the townspeople is 
thwarted by snide remark, in- 
sult and innuendo,’’ and where 
the educators ‘‘feel totally 
forgotten, frustrated and 
depressed.” 

He said he had chosen legal 
course to protect ‘‘not only my 
integrity and my personal 
reputation, but the interests of 
the townspeople as well.’’ Co- 
plaintiffs with Lane are his 
wife, Frances, and Douglas 
Mitchell. 

He said discussion at the 
April 3 executive session had 
given him ‘‘serious concern” 
and that he therefore notified 
“a representative group of my 
constituency” that personnel 
elections would be considered 
at the April 10 regular meeting, 
and that he was concerned that 
the positions of Regan, Becker 
and Jerry Silverman, assistant 
principal at the high school, 
might be in jeopardy. 

He said that he did not tell 
anyone prior to the April 10 
meeting how any member 
would vote. In fact, he said, he 
did not know how anyone was 
going to vote except himself, 
but felt that the townspeople 
should have an opportunity at 


input to committee members 
“on this important issue.’ ‘I 
see no breech of privilege in my 
action here,’’ he said. 

He further said that the ‘‘- 
quote’’ in the censure from the 
April 24 meeting was a 
paraphrase and not a direct 
quote. Transcrips and tapes are 
available, he said. 

He also said that his actions 
were not meant to ‘‘arouse and 
confuse,’’ and that he had never 
conveyed a rumor while serving 
on the school committee. His 
action, he said, was only infor- 
mational. 

“Confused is a mild term 
compared to some descriptive 
terms which might be ap- 
propriately used,’’ he said. “‘I 
call it irresponsible action on 
the part of the School Com- 
mittee.”’ 

If the other four members 
signed the censure in their 
respective school committee 
capacities, then they must have 
had a meeting to take such ac- 
tion, Lane went on. If there was 
a meeting, he said, then it was 
“clearly unlawful’ because it 
was never properly called and 
because one member - himself - 
was not invited. 

“It makes me wonder,’’ he 
said, ‘‘who should be on the 
receiving end of a School Com- 
mittee censure - if indeed there 
really is one.”’

home environment and the 
media. 

However, Wormwood said 
that the scores are ‘‘not 
something to ignore’’ and he 
made the following recommen- 
dations to help bring the scores 
up: 

1. An achievement testing 
program during the second 
semester of the eighth grade, to 
see what programs may be 
necessary in high school. 

2. Remedial programs for es- 
sential skills in language arts 
and math, for those students 
who need it. 

3. A nine through 12 testing 
program to provide specific in- 
formation on the level of each 
student on communications and 
math. 

4. Provision for students on 
an individual basis to 
strengthen areas where needed. 


There’s lots happening in Andover! 
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Committeeman John Wragg, 
in a presentation of his own, 
then reemphasized a point 
made by Wormwood - - that An- 
dover students have higher than 
average IQs. The national mean 
IQ is 107, and Andover 
youngsters rank five to seven 
point higher. 

Andover also has a high per 
pupil expenditure in the 
schools, Wragg said, ‘‘Not the 
top, but very high;’’ excellent 
facilities, an educationally con- 
scious environment, 
educationally conscious 
parents, and a top bracket in- 
come. He said a state survey in 
1969 put the annual family _in- 
come here at $16,600. Based on 
a five per cent per year. in- 
crease, he said, that would put 
the current average family in- 
come ‘‘between $18, and 
$19,000."’ 

While many of the audience 
questioned those figures, 
Wragg said that given that in- 
come, Andover youngsters 
should be scoring between 600 
and 650 on the board tests. 

Committee Chairman Fran- 
cis Griggs said that he himself 
sees a decrease in the discipline 
of learning, and that one college 
board official had suggested 
that maybe kids, just aren’t 
learning as much these days. 

“I think that’s a real 
possibility, and that we ought to 
look at it very, very seriously,”’ 
Griggs said. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Kenneth R. Seifert added that 
“When kids in the elementary 


schools come along, I think we 


will see an increase in scores. 
But meanwhile we need more 
individual instruction at the 
secondary level.”’ 

For one thing, he said, ‘‘we 
know that there has been a 
heavy influx of secondary 
school students in the Town of 
Andover. We know that many 
come into the secondary 
schools only.” 

Committeeman John Lyons, 
in a prepared statement, then 
added his reasons for ‘‘the con- 
tinued academic erosion that 
we have witnessed here 
tonight.”’ 

“Study halls have been prac- 
tically eliminated,’ he said, 
‘and there’s too much freedom 
for the students.”’ 

He also said that academical- 
ly talented students aren’t suf- 
ficiently challenged, that 
students don’t seem to have 
enough homework, that 
there’re missing too many 
classes ‘‘because of too many 
field trips’’ and that teachers in 
some departments are falling 
behind with their class work 
because many students are 
either not prepared or 
motivated. 

“It is essential,’’ he said, 
“that the school administration 
immediately focus its attention 
on initiating and implementing 
programs and policies directed 
at elevating the quality of 
educational achievement of An- 
dover students. 

“It seems to me that one of 
the things that can be most 
readily done, and which is like- 
ly to produce speedy results, is 
to start our Andover young peo- 
ple working on their own educa- 
tion. A home study policy is 
needed that gets the student as 
well as the teacher actively in- 
volved in the process of 
education.”’ 

He then moved that a home 
Study policy be implemented 
for grades 7 through 12, starting 
in September, 

Seifert said that the question 
is what the school committee 
wants the administration to do 
with the college board scores. 

Wragg said he would like to 
see a nine through 12 
curriculum so set to encompass 
the educational elements 
Suggested by the college 
boards, with an accent on 
homework. He said he would 
also favor screening out the less 
productive electives. 

Committeman George Olesen 
said he thinks *‘we need an aw- 
ful lot of work,’ 


especially in curriculum, and

proach to learning.”’ 

One woman from the 
audience said she would also 
like to see testing in the areas 
of creativity, how the 
youngsters react to each other 
as human beings, and how they 
feel about themselves. ‘‘These 
are as essential to education as 
the college board scores,’’ she 
said. 

In answer to an audience 
question about how many An- 
dover youngsters who want to 
go to college, but can’t because 
of low board scores, Wormwood 
said that everyone who wants to 
go can. ‘‘Maybe not to their 
first choice,”’ he said, ‘‘but they 
can go.”’

The Merrimack Valley Bird 
Club held its fourth Sunday mor- 
ning bird walk on Sunday mor- 
ning. The group walked around 
Stearn’s Pond in the Harold 
Parker State Forest. Forty-seven 
species were seen during the two 
hour trip. Highlights of the trip 
included seeing fourteen 
different species of warblers - 
particularly the migrating 
Parula, Blackburian, Black- 
throated Blue, Bay-breasted and 
the Tennessee. 

A Ruby-throated Hummingbird 
was seen feeding on the flowers 
of the Highbush Blueberry. The 
repetitive clucking sounds of the 
Black-billed Cuckoo were well 
heard by the group. The male 
Scarlet Tanager was the most 
spectacular appearing bird seen 
during the trip with his bright 
vermillion-red and shiny black 
wings and tail. He stood out well 
against the spring-green leaves 
and because they were often seen 
low down in the trees. The 
female’s dull green plumage was 
a very marked contrast and a 
great asset for her when she in- 
cubates her eggs. 

On May 5, the club saw 37 
species as they hiked around 
Baker’s meadow, The group was 
fortunate to have been able to see 
and hear the ‘‘pumping-like’’ 
sound of the American Bittern.

Although the horse is the end- 
host of both Eastern and Western 
Equine Encephalitis, the dis- 
eases can be transmitted to 
humans through mosquitoes and 
other blood-sucking insects. It is 
not transmitted by direct contact 
with diseased horses. 

Two shots, seven to 14 days 
apart, are necessary for full 
protection for the season. The 
series should be given every 
year, Lewis points out. 


The state does not furnish vac-— 


cine. Horse owners must arrange 
privately to have vaccination 
applied.

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The Battle 


Alas, the school committee has come full circle. They 
have done battle with their personnel, and the public. 
Now, the board has come to do battle with itself. 

This week, Committeeman William L. Lane has 
appealed to the courts challenging his colleagues to cen- 
suring him in a private session. 

Subject of the censure is Lane’s alleged disclosing of 
information regarding personnel appointments to the 
public following a school committee executive session. 

Again, the issue of private vs. public sessions is the 
focal point, with Lane challenging the right of Com- 
mitteemen John Wragg, John F.. Lyons, Chairman Fran- 
cis Griggs and George Olesen to meet in private and vote 
on a censure proposal. 

We think our views on private sessions are well known. 
They are prohibited. 

About the matter of censure. 

There is little doubt where the four members of the 
school committee fit and where Mr. Lane stands in the 
committee makeup. As matters stand, Lane virtually 
stands in public censure almost every time the com- 
mittee meets, whether in public or private, because his 
views are not acceptable to the other four members of 
the committee. 


Chairman Griggs once was in a similar position, but 


subsequent elections have changed all that. 

Our concern is not with the continuance of the internal 
struggles and battle, or filling the courts with more of the 
Andover school controversy. 

We have said before and we reiterate the pertinent 
question of ‘‘who’s minding the store,’’ while all this is 
going on? 

Also, who is going to foot the bill for these court costs 
which will ensue. 

Frankly, the March election has long since past. 

Do we campaign until next March or is it about time to 
get down to the business of providing an educational 
climate in which the young people of Andover can indulge 
in the learning process. 


Seeing Red 


Gads, the things they’ll do to keep us from obtaining 
and retaining an identity here in Andover, they being 
whoever has made red trash bags a thing of the past. 

Blame the energy crisis, rising costs, whatever, we 
here in Andover had a good thing going for almost a year 
now. 

Town meeting being the most democratic form of 
government known to mankind, decreed a year ago that 
Andover was henceforth and forever to be trashless. 

We would have no more dump, or sanitary landfill, or 
refuse disposal or whatever it is a community uses to dis- 
pose of wastes, the voters said. 

Admitting that we are not without trash in town, the 
voters approved spending funds to have the waste picked 
up by a contractor and dumped elsewhere. 

To keep down the noise factor, we would use plastic 
bags which would keep our streets neat and eliminate the 
clanking of cans by ambitious sanitation engineers (no 
one is a trash man anymore). 

And to make the whole thing palatable, our trash bags 
would be notorious having a distinctive red flair. 

How pleasant it was to drive through Andover streets 
in the morning and get the red bag treatment. (Well we 
can’t roll out the red carpet everyday for everyone, but 
the red bags lining the streets sure made you know you 
were getting an Andover welcome. ) 

What a friendly sight it was in winter months when the 
red bags just caught the morning sun as they lay against 
a glistening white snow bank. 

Now, all that is about to disappear, because of an 
energy crisis. 

The bags are made from petroleum products and red is 
the most difficult color to obatin in the processing. 

Andover, thus is deprived of having everyday a red 
letter or red bag day. 

Beginning about June | we'll adorn the town with a 
traditional buff colored bag and with it a little bit of An- 


traditional green.

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Coal Use 
Rejected 


In a very disappointing action 
today the Massachusetts Public 
Health Council denied New 
England Power Company’s re- 
quest to continue the use of coal 
at its Salem Harbor generating 
station. The Council again stated 
that it cannot and will not con- 
sider economics. The action was 
particularly disappointing, 
because the company claims that 
burning the coal on hand will 
meet the Federal primary am- 
bient air quality standards. 
Evidence to the contrary was not 
presented. 

The coal already burned has 
saved the consumers of 
Massachusetts over $1 million - 
the difference between burning 
coal and oil during that period. 
NEPCO has over 120,000 tons of 
coal stockpiled at Salem. This 
coal is less expensive than the 
low sulfur oil which will have to 
be purchased in order to keep the 
generators on the line. The Coun- 
cil’s action also jeopardizes 
negotiations that the company 
has under way for further coal 
deliveries under long-term con- 
tracts at even lower prices. 

John R. Stevens, vice president 
of New England Power Com- 
pany, in commenting on the deci- 
sion said, ‘‘It is not only the price 
of coal that concerns us, but also 
the fact that the coal is of 
domestic origin, unlike the 
residual fuel oil which must be 
imported. We anticipate another 
shortage of residual fuel oil this 
winter and feel that the supply is 
still very important in view of 
what happened last winter.” 
Stevens added that his company 
is not treating environmental 
concerns lightly. ‘‘It is clear that 
our customers’ concern is 
primarily with the price. Protec- 
tion of the environment remains 
essential, but economics affec- 
ting the consumer must be given 
some weight in the consideration 
of our petition to burn lower cost 
fuel.”’

Addresses 
Local Group 


Michael Dukakis, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, told a 
group of Andover citizens last 
week that ‘‘Massachusetts 
urgently needs a comprehensive 
plan for economic development. 

“One thing we must have,” 
Dukakis told the group, “‘is a 
master plan for the economic and 
physical development of the 
Commonwealth - - one which will 
encourage more industry and 
business to locate in the Andover 
area, where people need jobs and 
local government needs the ad- 
ditional property tax revenue 
which new business will bring.” 

Dukakis spoke to a group of 
supporters and other interested 
‘citizens at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Norman Shack of 12 Oriole 
Drive, Andover. 

‘‘Almost every other industrial 
state,’’ said Dukakis, ‘‘has taken 
a hard look at its economy and 
begun to improve it. But state 
government here has developed a 
national reputation as one that 
really doesn’t care about our 
economic condition.” 

Most other industrial states, 
Dukakis said, ‘‘finished their last 
fiscal year with record budget 
surpluses. Wisconsin has cut its 
entire state budget by 5 per cent. 
New Jersey has come up witha 
$320 million budget surplus. New 
York,’’ Dukakis noted, ‘‘has pro- 
jected a surplus in excess of half 
a billion dollars. 

‘‘But in Massachusetts,” he 
observed, ‘‘our budget is out of 
balance and our unemployment 
has shot up 92 per cent within the 
past four years, while the 
national rate has increased but 24 
per cent. 

“A stagnant economy,’’ said 
Dukakis, ‘‘means high welfare 
costs. It means the highest un- 
employment compensation tax 
in the country, which discourages 
new business from locating here 


or existing ifidistry front expan” ' ' 


ding. 

“Tt means that we continue to 
lose the steady growth in tax 
revenues that a healthy economy 
would automatically generate,’ 
Dukakis said, ‘‘and it means that 
we can’t possibly hope to pay for 
the services the people of the 
state should be receiving.”’ 

Dukakis outlined to the guests 
at the Shacks a detailed program 
which he said ‘‘would strengthen 
the Commonwealth’s economic 
base.”’ It included the following 
points: 

- The elimination of waste 
and fat from the state budget.”’ 

- A ‘‘far more effective 
program for job placement, 
vocational education, and man- 
power training.” 

- An aggressive state effort to 
recruit new industry to Andover 
and the rest of the state, and to 
encourage expansion of existing 
operations. 

- Speedy completion of a 
‘first rate transportation system 
for Massachusetts,’ including 
bus service for smaller cities, 
and high-speed commuter and in- 

tercity rail service. 

The Dukakis reception was 
coordinated with the help of local 
campaign volunteers Frank 
Byrne of West Parish Drive and 
Herb Oshan of 3 Miles Circle.

Mayflower 
Making 


Revival 


Fifty years ago naturalists 
were convinced that the trailing 
arbutus, often known as the 
maytlower, was not long for this 
world. 

Perhaps today it has a better 
chance. Indeed, Frank C. 
Seymour in ‘‘The Flora of New 
England”’ refers to trailing ar- 
butus as ‘‘common’’ and his 
notes on its distribution today in 
New England reflect a 
widespread pattern. Radford, 
Ahles and Bell in ‘‘Manual of the 
Vascular Flora of the Carolinas” 
report the arbutus still present in 
Georgia and most of the southern 
states that share the Appalachian 
highlands. 

It is probable that trailing ar- 
butus was saved by the westward 
movement to the better farm 
lands of the Middle West. For if 
one checks the poetic record, one 
finds scriveners emoting most 
volubly about arbutus and its 
decline in the era just preceding 
the War Between the States. In 
that time span, the axe and plow 
were used most freely on the 
earth that trailing arbutus most 
values - the dry, sandy. acid soils 
that are better fit for hemlock 
than for corn or wheat. 


There is no qustion but what 
trailing arbutus was widespread 
in the colonial and federal 
periods, particularly in New 
England where poets flourished. 
Attempts to farm the unsuitable 
soil undoubtedly wiped out great 
acreages of the plant. 

Reference to it as common to- 
day must be accepted in the light 
of its ecological requirements. 
Arbutus is a finicky plant, desir- 
ing what one commonly thinks of 
as the most undesirable soil. It 
can be common only where those 
soil conditions exist.

ed more species than Adam, gave 
an exceptionally appropriate 
name to trailing arbutus. The 
scientific term which he chose 
was Epigea repens which means 
literally, ‘‘creeping upon the 
earth.’’ Of all wildflowers, the 
trailing arbutus perhaps is the 
most creeping. The plants hug 
the earth as they spread into 
huge mats. The pink or white 
flower clusters that emerge from 
beneath the leaves add flecks of 
color to the pattern. 

Recently we visited the Ar- 
butus Sanctuary in Winchendon, 
Mass., owned by the New 
England Wild Flower Society. It 
is 100 acres of hemlock and pine 
along Tarbell Brook, an area 
where trailing arbutus flourishes 
in mats half the size of a living 
room rug. Both white and pink 
blossoms were in bloom, for the 
high land in Winchendon has a 
season about three weeks behind 
Plymouth County. 

Arbutus is not the only flower 
in the sanctuary. White violets 
and the delicate yellow bellwort 
were in bloom, too. These wild 
acres are the home of white- 
tailed deer. Many hoof prints 
punctuated the bare wet land 
near the brook, giving the 
appearance of quotation marks.

ding was that Dr. Seifert has 
submitted a job description per 
our request, and also an 
organization chart, per our re- 
quest. 

He also says, Lane said, ‘“‘that 
he can’t in good conscience 
recommend either.”’ 

Lane subsequently moved 
that the committee instruct 
Seifert to report back on what 
services now existing can, and 
which ones cannot, be ac- 
complished under the new 
organizational chart. 

Committeeman John Wragg 


then moved that the committee - 


post the position of associate 
superintendent, and Seifert 
replied that the applications 
should come to the school com- 
mittee since they, not Seifert, 
were recommending the action. 

Disagreement ensued every 
use of the title ‘‘associate,’’ as 
opposed to _  Seifert’s 
recommended ‘‘assistant.’’ 
Seifert said that ‘‘associate’’ 
hold many of the same con- 
notations as ‘‘deputy”’ - the title 
earlier used in an Olesen 
reorganization plan which 
would have the number two 
man reporting directly to the 
school committee, not the 
superintendent. 

It’s not a question of just 
words, Seifert said. ‘‘They’re 
not the same.’’ An assistant is 
second in command, he said, 
while an associate is ‘‘one and a 
half’? in command. 

Wragg said he suggested 
‘‘associate’’ because the 
system has had two assistants, 
and he thought the new 
organization should have a 
change. 

After Wragg’s motion passed, 
the committee agreed to dis- 
cuss, at the same time the 


search for the new man is going 
on, the implications of the new 


organization. 
Qualifications listed for the 
new ‘‘associate 


superintendent’’ position in- 
clude ability to obtain 
Massachusetts state certifica- 
tion, preference for graduate 
study, five-years ad- 
ministrative experience, and 
experience in curriculum con- 
struction and research. 

Among the duties are 
curriculum coordination and 
development, curriculum 
research, overseeing of the 
Program 766, directing of 
special projects with the ap- 
proval of the superintendent, 
acting in the absence of the 
superintendent, responsibility 
for consistency of program 
throughout the system, respon- 
sibility for reporting progress 
and assuring consistency to the 
superintendent and the school 
committee.
